Chicago’s Twenty-first ward is hatching out 
as choice a lot of feudists and politico-crim- 
inal gangsters as ever “ Bloody Breathitt " 
or the Bowery produced. 

In the few months since conditions in the 
incubator have been favorable to crime, there 
lave been at least two shootings, each fatal, 
and there are rumors of another less serious 
in result. More murders are among the possi- 
bilities. 

Although Mayor Harrison, who lives in the 
Twenty-first ward, may not know it, his elec- 
tion started the gang feuds. 

Mayor Harrison is not a political power 
of any consequence in the Twenty-first ward. 
City Oil Inspector James Aloysius Quinn, also 
known as “ Hot Stove Jimmy,” owner ofa 
hat store at Clark and Erie streets, “ cuts 
more ice ”’ in the ward than does the mayor. 


Outranks All in Importance to Dives. 
Not only that, but he is of far more impor- 


tance as far as the divekeepers, resort own- 
ers, gamblers, politicians, and thugs of the 
“ @istrict " are concerned than any dozen 
such distinguished residents of the ward as 
Secretary of the Treasury MacVeagh, former 
Secretary of War Dickinson, Secretary of the 
Interior Fisher, Minister to China Calhoun, 
Minister to. Switzerland Boutell, former 


Mayor Busse, and the scores of millionaires | 


who like on Lake Shore drive. 

But all this would have caused no trouble 
had not “ Hot Stove Jimmy” gone a step 
farther and smothered the former brilliance 
of one other citizen of the ward, John F. 
O’Malley by name. 

That is the root of the trouble. 


Saloonkeeper Wanted Power. 
Mr. O'Malley is the proprietor of a saloon 


at Clark and Kinzie streets, but that is a 
mere side issue. The breath of Mr. O’Mal- 
ley’s life hae been political power in the 
Twenty-first ward. But Mr. Quinn has cor- 
nered the market In thAt sort of breath. 
Arthur Quinn, a deputy sheriff, son of “ Hot 
Stove Jimmy,” started the feud. He fired 
the shot during the latest mayoralty prim- 
aries which killed a worker for Andrew J. 
Graham named Cunningham. Young Quinn 
had previously threatened Miles Barry, can- 
didate for aldermanic nomination on the Sul- 
livan ticket, and Sheriff Zimmer and Inspect- 
or Revere. had beem warned that trouble 
might be expected from the junior Quina. 
The shooting of Cunningham removed all 
possibility of the O'Malley-Sullivan Demo- 
‘crats in the ward supporting Harrison. 
They were out openly for Merriam. And 
that gave the feud a fine boost, providing the 
Quinn men with a grievance against the 


“party traitors.” 
Quinn Acquitted at Inquest. 

Then came the coroner’s inquest at which 
Officer Loftis, the most important witness, 
told a far different story from thet which 
he told’on the day of the shooting.

June is setting a new record for marriages 
in Cook county. But it is traveling much 
faster toward a new record for divorces. 

In the seventeen days of the month of 
brides that closed yesterday Chicago was 
thirty marriage licenses ahead of the first 
seventeen days of the same month in 1910. 
But it was also thirty-seven divorces ahead 
of the same period. 

When it is considered that a gain of thirty 
over 2,106 is only an increase of a little more 
than 1 per cent, this doesn’t look so big, and 
it shrinks still further when the increase in 
divorces is found to be a little more than 2 
pef cent. 

The case looks harder still for old Dan 


comes to the figures of the ratio of divorces 
to marriages in Cook county. In the first 
seventeen days of June, 1910. taking the 
figures of the local marriage license bureau 
and the local courts, it appeared that out of 
every 100 couples merried only seven would 
wind up in the divorce courts. 

The same figures for that part of the pres- 
|ent month that has passed show that out of 
every 100 couples married nearly ten are in 
danger of asking the courts to sever their 
galling matrimonia!] bonds. 


Judges Grow Pessimistic. 

Being constantly confronted with there 
figures, Cook county judges seem to have 
decided that divorce is so nearly the ultimate 
port of the average metropolitan couple 
which starts to navigate the sea of matri- 
mony that several of them have declined 
flatly to perform any,ymore marriages. 

‘The law compels me to hear divorce cases 
and grant decrees,"’ said Judge John Gibbons 
of the Circuit court, addregsing a prospective 
bride and bridegroom in his chambers yes- 
terday. “It does not compel me to perform 
the marriage ceremony. I am sorry, but 
you will have to go somewhere else to be 
merried."’ 4 

Judge Gibbons may have been influenced 
by the fact that before the couple arrived 
he had granted fifteen decrees of divorce. 
If so, it would be hard to estimate the pesai- 
mism which must have bees concealed be- 
hind the smiling exterior of Juége William 
Fenimore Cooper in the Supertor court, for 
that jurist during the morning had told 
thirty-three applicants for divorces that they 
were no longer bound In wedlock.

CLOSE WATCH BY POLICE 


Scotland Yard Gets Help of America 
and Continent to Guard 
Kgainst Criminals. 


PROGRAM LAID OUT IN FULL 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE ] 

LONDON, June 15.—King George and 
Queen Mary returned to Buckingham palace 
from Windsor today and inaugurated the 
coronation festivities. Th@téte will reach its 
climax next Thursday, but social, political, 
and state events will crowd erch other con- 
tinuously until July 1. 

Semi-state marked the arrival of their 
majesties in the metropolis, the processiog 
from Paddington station to Buckingham pal- 
ace consisting of landaus drawn by fur bays 
with postiliions and escorted by the Royal 
Horse guards. Large crowds everywhere 
welcomed the kind and sueen with cheering 
and followed them over the whole route. 

Most of the royal guests and other special 
missions from abroad will arrive Monday. 
John Hays Hammond, special ambassador 
from the United States, will make his official 
entry into the city at noon on that day. He 
will be met by the Duke of Connaught, rep- 
resenting King George, and other official 


Dowager Empress Marie Arrives. 

Dowager Empress Marie of Russia, whe 
wil] spend the coronation period with Queen 
Mother Alexandra at Sandringnam, arrived 
this afternoon, She was weicomed at the 
railroad station by King George and Queen 
Mary, the Queen Mother Aiexandra and a 
host of other members of the royal family 
and diplomats. 

This afternoon at Buckingham palace the 
king received the American and other foreign 
officers participating in the jumping compe- 
titions at the horse show at Olympia. 

The week's program includes a dinner at 
Buckingham palace, a ball at Stafford house, 
a state dinner at Buckingham palace, a din- 
ner by the Duke of Connaught, and a dinner 
by Sir Edward Grey, the foreign secretary. 
Ambassador Whitelaw Reid, who has beep 
ill at his country place during the last week, 
ig said to be improved and expects te be able 
to attend the festivities. 

In the meantime, the whole city is prepar- 
ing for the celebration. All of the hotels are 
filling up with visitors, stands have been 
erected to provide viewing spaces along the 
route of the parade and Scotland Yard and 
police called from America and the continent 
are laying plans to protect royalty from view 
lence and the genera! public from crooks. 


‘Visitors from Every Clime.

While 
the thousands here are predomirantly of the 
white race, there are black men, brown men, 
and yellow men, who, while adding a note of 
color to the vast throngs, emphasize the in- 
fluence of this island kingdom, which extends 
to the remotest corners of the earth, All 
are here to acknawledge George as their 
king. and to emphasize by their attendance 
the hold which England has upon her sub- 
jects in the four quarters of the globe. 

In the hurrying, scurrying crowds one 
sees many notable figures. There are princes 
by the hundred. 

Here you see Gen. Nogi, captor of Port 
Arthur, and Admiral Togo, the hero of the 
battle of the Sea of Japan. There is Botha. 
bearded and bronzed, who only a few years 
azo as a Boer general exacted tribute of lives 
and treasure from Britons. Today he is tn 
London as premier of the union of British 
South Africa, and eitting beside him in the 
carriage is Kitchener of Khartum. who with 
“ Bobs "’ subjugated the Boer farmers and 
converted them.from foes to be feared into 
friends and loyal subjects of the empire.

Diary of St. Louts Electrician Tells of 
- Efforts to: Die. 


St. Louis, Mo., June 17.—[Special. }—John 
Francis Fahey, a bridegroom of six montha, 
killed himself last night in Forest park. It 


seventy-four hours. 

Debts made before his_marriage, and of 
which hi¢ bride was in ignorance, drove 
Fahey to his grave. He became involved 
with loan sharks while still a bachelor, and 
his salary was too small to meet their de- 
mands. 

He made $75 a month as lineman for the 
Wabash railroad, and every payday, his 
widow says, he gave her $74.50, reserving the 
other 60 cents for dues in a railroad hospital 
association. Thus he had nothing left for} 
the brokers, who became insistent, and, as 
indicated in a letter written to his wife last 
Wednesday, he made up his.mind te beat 
them by death. 

Fahey made successful his attempts to-dle 
by taking carbolic acid. His previous trials 


of opium. His every movement in the last 
gseventy-four hours is recorded in a diary in 
which is described his mental anguish as 
each successive dose failed to still his heart. 

When' Mrs. Fahey received her husband's 


letter. on -Wednesday she called to friends 
and they began a search for. Fahey, but they. 


got no trace of him until his body was found

agrees to seil its plant and property in the 
ctiy of Chicago on the 5th day of March, 
1945, to the People’s Gas Light and Coke com- 
pany of Chicago for the sum of $7,000,000, 
‘and all moneys which shall become que under 
sata contract, which said contract has been 
deposited with caid trustee [Farmers’ Loan 
and Trust company of New York); as further 
security to said bonds”’ 

The issue of bonds under the mortgage is 
limited to the $6,000,000 now outstanding. 
Theré is no privilege of redemption before 
maturity. 

Concerning specifically the contract with 
the People’s company, it appears that in 
, August, 1908, the Ogden company became in- 
volved in ‘a rate war with the Municipal Gas 
company, which had leased mains of the 
People’s Gas Light and Coke company.

poration. His manner and speech indicate 
he is. weil satiefied with the ‘situation. 
He discounts any effect that might be pro- 
duced by his company employing Wesley 
Force, the game stenographer employed by 
the election commissioners. He says he is 
sorry that his corporation had any troume 
with the Winslow. company, but gives sov- 
eral reasons why his course was justifiable. 


Conveys Idea of Sale. 

The idea was conveyed to one man in 
Milwaukee that one of the machines of the 
Empire company has been adopted, if nis 
statement is to be believed. This man lis 
Robert Schrubb, custodian for seven years 
of the Milwaukee machines. He came to 
Chicago and applied for the job of custodian 
here. He explained he understood the United 
States Standard had been adopted and as 


. that was the machithe used in Milwaukee he 


was thoroughly acquainted with its mechan- 
ism and was just the man for custodian of the 
Chicago machines. 

He. was informed by Commissioner Taylor 
that he was mistaken, as the commission has 
not yet decided whether any machines meet 
the requircments of Chicago elections. Being 
@ man acquainted with voting devices, Ur. 
Taylor insisted upon getting some informa- 
tion and Mr. Schrubb gave the United States 
Standard a good boost. 

Representatives of other companies laugh 
at the idea that Schrubb had been informed 
that the United States Standard had been 
acopted. The other agents believe it wag 4 
scheme for giving the Empire company a 
testimonial of having made at least one 
good machine. They are all emphatic in 
saying they are convinced that none of the 
election officials had anything to do with 
schrubb’s visit to Chicago. 


Empire Makes U. 8S. Standard. 

The Empire makes a type called the United 
States Standard. That particular make is not 
The Empire's 
entry is called the Empire and is only a sam- 
ple of what the election commission desires 
to purchase. The commissioners want a de- 
vice with nine party columns having seventy 
keys each, and also facilities for submitting 
twelve propositions. The Empire on exhibi- 


tion has nine party ninth, ib but with only

fifty keys. The International has seven col- 
umns of thirty keys each. The other two 
bidders, the Winslow and Triumph com- 
panies, have machines on exhibition of nine 
columns with seventy keys each. Why the 
others have not submitted machines of the 
same size has not been explained. 

It has been known for about three years 
that a machine of that size was required in 
Chicago. The two specifications of the for- 
mer election board made that plain. If the 
contract were given to either the Interna- 
tional or pire company it would be 
compelled fi to build a machine of the re- 
quired size and have it approved by the com- 
mission and. by the state board of examiners. 

It is explained by those having the smaller 
machines that it is a comparatively simple 
matter to add a few more keys. Then arises 
the question of why they did not do it in the 
three years at their disposal. No machineof 
nine party ¢olumns of seventy keys cach 
has been made and marketed. 


Question About the Bonds.

Leaves Details of Uniforms to Two 
Valets and Brushers,

LONDON, June &—In America the ideal 
of eVery young man who wants to have a 
g00d time without too much work is to be a 
millionaire. Im England the young man of 
similar propensities thinks he would Uke to 
be king. Of course, Americans know that 
most millionaires work harder than most day 
laborers, but few people either in England or 
America realize that the king also works as 
herd as the poorest of his subjects and a 
pood deal harder than most of them. 

It fs true that much of the king’s work is 
what most people would call pleasure. but 
when one has to work at pleasure for twelve 
or fourteen hours a day it becomes bard 
labor, and there is no getting ow of it for 
Sing George. He is the official! head of Brit, 
‘ish society, an@ the English church, ané the 


speak of the British empire, and he must be 
on show at all sorts of ceremonial functions 
all the time. And at every function he must 
be appropriately dressed. 


King as Lightning Change Artist. 

On ea busy day when. he has @ dozen or 
more engagements the mere labor of chang~ 
ing his clothes alone would frighten an ordi- 
fary man, who puts on one suit in the morn- 
ing when hé goes to business and maybe 
¢hanges for dinner when he gets home at 
night. 

Apart altogether from the extraordinary 
festivities of the season, King George is a

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busy man, and even in ordinary timesclothee | 
take up a lot of his time. King Edward de- 
lighted in ‘‘dressing up.” 

King George, like al) monarchs, of course, 
is a stickler for accuracy in such details, but 
he doesn’t charge his mind with them and 
he takes no delight in them. trusts b* 
valets. As far as ordinary drese is cor%- 
cerned, he is particularly careful never to 
wear anything that is at afl out of the way. 
He never will set a fashion as his father con- 
stantly was doing. : 


Typical Day in King’s Life. 

Here is a typical day im the king’s life, 
showing not only hfs actual engagements 
but how he has to dress for them. He rises 
at 7:30 a. m., gets into breeches and boots, 
and goes for a ride in the park. When he 
comes back to the palace about an hour later 
he changes into ordinary morning dress, a 
sack suit, breakfasts at 9:45, and then spends 
the morning with his secretaries going over 
his correspondence and attending to tne ordi- 
nary business of the day. He finds an hour 
during the forenoon for his physical! train- 
ing. If he has no public engagement he need 
not change his ¢lothés agafn until luncheon 
time, when he gets into @ frock coa* and. 
dark trousers, but if he must grant an audi- 
ence or receive an am bass#dor he muat don 
one of his many uniforms. 

Hig favorite uniforms, if a man who de- 
tests uniform can be said to have favorites, 
are those of @ field marshal of the British 
army and the undress uniform of a British 
admiral. The latter, indeed, is the one that 
he wears most of all, and his naval training 
is probably accountable for this preference. 


Uniforms of Foreign Armies. 

If he receives a foreign ambassador, how- 
ever, he must wear the uniform of one of the 
regiments of the ambassador's country to 
which he is entitled. There are also thirty 
uniforms of British regiments of which he 
is honorary colonel and which he must wear 

on cértain occasions. If it is @ quiet day he 
notes get through the afternoon without 
changing again, but if he has two or three 
engagements he may heve to change as many 
times. 

He dresses for diner about 7 o'clock arth 
dines at & If the dinner is @ mere family 
function he wears the ordinary gentléman’s 
evening dress, fbut if ft ise state affair he 
must wear state dress, consisting of an even- 
ing coat glittering with orders and biack | 
silk Breeches and stockings. A variant on | 
this which is permitted is what is known as 
*panteloon dress,’ consisting of an even- 
img coat, with black trousers cut close to 
the leg and fitting tightly around the ankles. 

King George, on the whole, however, has ¢ 
@ecidediy economical taste in clothes, but 
hig tailor declares that he is an ideal cus- 
tomer. The reason for this is that he never 
requires any freaks and his Sgure is guch 
that he is ¢asytoft. — 

What His Clothes Cost. 

His ordinary clothes are made by ea Hano- 
ver street firm and his uniforms in Sackville 
street. No doubt a good many American 
tallors think they would Mke to have the aoc- 
count, both for the money that it brings in 
and for the advertising to be got out of it. 
They wouldn't like it so much if they knew 
the facts. The king’s tailors must never use 
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modest one. He pays from $40 to $75 fora 
suit, the lower price being for. his lounge 
suits and the higher. for his evening clothes, 
and hir tailor’s bills rarely exceed $2,000 a 
year. 

His uniform bill if he laid in uniforms as 
King Edward did would be a much heavier 
one, but as a matter of fact King George 
hasn't many. Of course, he has the British 
uniforms that he is entitled to wear, but I 
learned the other day that in some cases he 
makes one tunic do for three or four regi- 
ments by changing the trimmings and orna- 
ments as the occasion requires. This is 
quiie an appreciable economy, as a full uni- 
form outfit, consisting of full dress and un- 
dress, costs about $400. He owns few fdreign 
uniforms, but is content to order them as he 
requires threm. : 


King’s Coats Fit Czar. 

It is royal etiquette for a monarch when 
he receives the right to wear the uniform 
of another country to have it made by that 
country’s tailors. So easy is King George to 
fit that when he finds he needs a German or 
a Russian uniform he simply sends an old 
tunic over as a pattern. Another monarch 
who is equally fortunate ts the czar. Not 
long ago he wanted a British uniform and 
sent a tunic to King George's tailors. When 
they came to cut the cloth they found that 


they didn’t need the czar’s pattern at all. ; 


They just used King George's, and the result 
was a perfect fit. 

So, therefore, King George’s wardrobe is 
not an extensive one. His outfit of ordinary 
clothes, as has beerl said, is smaller than 
that of most rich men, and his supply of uni- 
forms, while it may grow as he has occasion 
to pay state yisits abroad or attend ceremo- 
nial functions at home, is at present small. 
In addition to the uniforms of the thirty 
British regiments he is entitled to wear thar 
of.at least one regiment in every country in 
‘Europe. In many he may wear two or three. 
King Edward had al) these uniforms always 
ready. 


Two Valets and Two Brushers. 

Of course the mere act of changing is made 
as easy for the king as possible. He has 
two valets, the senior, Howlett, having been 
with him for a number of years, and two 
“ brushers,” who assist the valets. A valet 
and a brusher aré always on duty. Every 
morning the valet receives a copy of the 

s list of engagements for the day, and 

it is his duty to have the appropriate clothes 
ready when the king comes to change. He 
must know all the niceties of all the uniforms 
and sce that everything is correct to the last 
éot. In spite of all this responsibility the 
pay is not high. Howlett receives « salary 
of $600 a year and has an apartment in &t. 
James palace. Of course he will also be

LAURIER DEFENDS} 


AUTONOMY CLAIM 


Canadian Premier Proves 
Strong Factor in British 
Imperial Conference. 


FAVORS TAFT TREATY. 
Insists on Home Rule by the 
Dominion on the Question 
of Defense. 


LONDON, June 17.—Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
premier of Ganada, has proved himself a 
strong factor in the imperial conference in 
session here. 

Some pessimism was étaud among the 
English people at the outset because of the 
rejection of the dominion’s proposals for the 
establishment of a council of the empire, the 
initial step of imperial federation. 

The dominions wére. afraid this step would 
interfere with the autonomy so jealousy 
guarded by Premiers Laurier of Canada, 
Botha of South Africa, and Fisher of Aus- 
tralia. 

Resolutions were introduced later almed at 
the commercial industrial development of the 
British empire and for defense, subjects on 
which the dominions and the home govern- 
ment were in agreement. 

The home government was unable to sup- 
port the scheme for @ state owned Atlantic 
cable, as the cost was considered prohibitive, 
put it hoped to obtain cheaper cable rates, 
py negotiations with the telegraph companies. 


Laurier Gains Strong Point. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier presented a resolu- 
tion, which was adopted, providing for a 
royal commission to visit the over-seas do- 
minions and report on tradé and resources 
and methods for their development. This is 
regarded as one of the most important actions 
of the conference. 

Other practical results of the conference 
have been the action of the British foreign 
office in taking the dominions into its con- 
fidence with regard to foreign relations and 
the acceptance of Premier Laurier’s s£ug- 
gestion to negotiate with foreign govern- 
ments with a view to giving the Over-seas do- 
mionions the right of withdraw al from any 
commercial treaty without impairing such 
treaty with respect to the remainder of the 
empire. 

Stands Firm for Autonomy. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier has been criticisegé by 
the Unionist newspapers for his attitude re- 
garding commercial! treaties and for his in- 
sistence on the maintenance of thea aptoncmny 
of the dominion on questions of ‘defense. 
The premier has not replted, but his political 
supporters say the Eriglish expected too much 
from the conference. 

From what hie friends say, Sir Wilfrid 
has not taken kindly the attack br some 
papers on the United States-Canadian reci- 
procity agreement. 

Camadian Liberals here are outspoken in 
protesting against what they consider inter- 
ference in the local affairs of the dominions. 

Criticism of Canadian and Australian in- 
sistence upon the autonomy of their navies, 
which was decided upon at the imperial de- 
fense conference two years ago, has been 
overcome to some extent by the scheme 
adopted for the interchange of officers of the 
imperial and dominion navies, thus establish- 
ing @ common standard of discipline and 
training.

ATLANTIC GOAST SEAMEN OUT 


Crews of Three Morgan Liners 
Strike in New York. 


PROMISE OF NO VIOLENCE. 


Steamer Minnewaska Unable to Sail 
from J.ondon. 


New York, June 17.—[ Special. }—1 he threat- 
ened strike of the Atlantic coast seamen’s 
union, supplementary to that already de- 


} Clared on the transatlantic steamships by the 


International Seamen's and Firemen’s union, 
broke in this port today. The crews of three 
Morgan liners, the Momus and Antilles, pas- 
senger ships, and the El Cid, freighter, 
walked out and were followed in sympathy by 
the stewards of the Panama liner, Cristobal, 
and the crews of four of the Morgan line 
tugs. 

Altogether about 500 men struck and it is 
said by the officers of the union that every 
man ona Morgan liner in port now will have 


other ships of that line come in their crews 
will follow suit. No others lines will be 
affected for at least a week, according to the 
pronouncement of the union. 

The Momus, with a list of ninety-two first 
cabin passengers and seven second class pas- 
sengers, was scheduled to sail at noon today. 

The Hl Cid weighed anchor and steamed 
down the bay with a crew of strikebreakers 
tonight. An official of the Morgan line an- 
nounced late tonight that a ful! complement 
of strikebreakers had been employed for -he 
Momus and that it would sail soon. 


Says There Will Be No Violence. 

Secretary Griffin of the seamen’s union de- 
tlared this afternoon that there would be no 
Violence in this strike. He pointed out that 
committees of the strikers had been sent on 
patrol along the water front to aid the police 
in prevehting any gathering of turbulent 
spirits. 

“The strike may not hold up the ships for 
more than a few hours beyond their sailing 
time for the next few days,” said Secretary 
Griffin; “but by the end of the week, when 
the supply of strikebreakers gives out, there 
will be longer delays until our demands are 
granted.”’ 

These demands are set forth in posters the 
union will distribute today and which read: 

“ Strike, strike, strike. 

‘‘ Sailors, firemen, cooks, and stewards are 
fighting for fair play from the Morgan line. 
We are not getting enough to eat. On ac- 
count of the padrone system upheld by this 
company we are held in more abject slavery 
than were the negroes in the south before the 
elvil war. 

** Strike for liberty. 

“ Get the padrone and crimp off your neck."’ 


_ MINNEWASKA DOESN’T SAIL. 

LONDON, June 17.—The steamer Minne- 
waska of the Atlantic Transport line was un- 
able to sail for New York today, the crew 
refusing to sign on the old terms and the 
owners declining to grant an increase. 

The shipowners at Liverpool are meeting 
the strike situation by importing foreign 
seamen, many of whom are taking the places 
formerly filled by Britishers. The men who 
refused to join the transatlantic liners sail- 
ing from Glasgow today were replaced by 
outsiders. 

The mail steamer Britain, for Capetéwn, 
which the strikers thought they had tied 
up at Southampton, got away thisafternoon, 
picking up the crew in the Solent.

SCHWAB SAYS GATES’ TALK 
ABOUT STEEL WAS CORRECT. 


Declares He Is Willing to Appear Be- 
fore Congressional Committee and 
Tell All He Knows About Deal,

LONDON, June 17.—Charles M. Schwab 
reached London today, having traveled from 
Berlin to Rotterdam by automobile, thence 
to London by boat. 

“All I know about the steel investigation,” 
said Mr. Schwab, ‘is from the newspapers, 
but I would like to say that Gates’ evidence 
relating to the formation of the steel trust is 
substantially correct.

LONDON, June 17.—You might as well talk 

Wall street to two young lovers as serious 

Politics to London in its present mood. 

Everybody is amusing himself frantically 

under the impulse of fine weather, good rac- 

ing, and the coronation fever. 

London is a city of planks and every hour 
sees the completion of new rows of seats 
and one wit describes it ar ‘ The City of Deal 
House Commons.” - 

A remarkable example of the present dis- 
traction from all politics was given when the 
ministerial whips sent a scare message to all 
of the supporters to attend in ful] jest the 
Tories should attempt snap divisions and 
catch the government napping. The Liberals 
attend In considerable numbers, but there is 
no necessity for it, as the house, during the 
entire week, was a yawning wilderness and 
ended its sittings in a few hovrs at scandal- 
ously early hours. 


Blame Failure on Chancellor. 

Two diversions only interrupted the even 
flow of the political dullness. The frst was 
the bankruptcy of the Birbeck bank, the 
favorite bank of a vast number of small de- 
positors. This led to a campaign against 
Lloyd-George as the author of this and of 
all other financial! disasters by his budgets. 

The ruin undoubtedly was due to the gi- 
gantic fall in the prices of consols and other 
gilt edged securities. Lioyd-George at last 
turned and rent his critics by proving that, 
the greatest fall of consols came during the 
late Tory administration. and as a result of 
the gigantic and insane expenditures in the 
wretched Boer war. : 

The second diversion was the promulgation 
of reports -that all things were not going as 
well with the veto bili as the Liberals re- 
ported. 


General Election Rumor False. 
It is known, of course, that the lords will 
insert an amendment against home rule, and 
up to this week it was universally believed, 


+ not only that Asquith would reject this 


amendment, but also that, if the lords per 
sisted, he would have the power to create 
new peers. 

The Tories started the rumor that the king 
had given no pledge which would compel him 
to give the peers on the home rule issue, 
that Asquith would have to resign on thé 
king’s refusal, and that the king would send 
for A. J. Balfour, who would forma ministry 
and then dissolve. Thus the cry grew that 
another general election was imminent. 

I do not believe there is the smallest founda- 
tion ‘or this -last desperate attempt of the 
Tories to bluff the Liberals. 


Asquith to Rejett Plan. 

Three things are as certain as anything 
human can be. The first is that Asquith 
will reject the amendment exciuding home 
rule, the second is that the king will have 
to give the new peers, if the_lords persist 
in such an amendment, and the third is that 
the lords know this and will finally swailow 
the veto bill including the right to deal with 
home rule. 

I asked one member of the ministry this 
week when the veto bill would be a lw. 
His answer was in three weeks’ time.. This 
may be sanguine, but four or five weeks 
will be the outside limit of delay. 

In the meantime, the prospect of an early 
close of the sessions recedes every moment 
farther and it now is certain that the house 
of commons will sit till the end of August. 


Push Three Big Measures. 

Lioyd-George remains dttermined to pass 
the insurance bill this'session, and the in- 
surance bill alone must take two months, 
Churchill insists that the commecns pass the 
bills reforming the mine inspection and noure 
of shop assistants. 

Buxton, president of the board of rade, 
wants equally the copyright bill, which now 
is going smoothly. with no question out- 
standing except the regulation of fees as 
between the composers and talking machine 
makers. 

An autumn session is impossible partly 
because all of the ministers already are so 
exhausted as to be incapable of going 
through the autumn session. A more im- 
portant reason is that ministers want full 
time to prepare the home rule biiland mean 
to reserve all of their time and strength 
during the autumn to elaborate this- mo- 
mentous measure. 

Finally, while everybody awaits the coronae- 
tion with feverish eagerness there te a cer- 
taim undercurent of anxiety lest such & 
gigantic concentration of millions cf peo- 
ple within the streets of London may pot 
bring many accidénts. 


Speaker Condemns Churchill. 

Our Winston has many points of similarity 
with the American Teddy. Heis aggressive, 
fearless, and absolutely without reverence. 
And never did he digeplay these qualities more 
remarkably than in the attack on the judges 
with whom he has shocked the whole con- 
servative and conventional world in England 
as violently as 4id Roosevelt when he made 
his historic assault on the Supreme court. . 

I am not sure that our shock was not 
even greater, for we are more easily shocked, 
we are more conventional, and more reticent. 

While the Tory papers are raging and 
some of the more decorous Liberals are silent, 
and while Mr. Emmott, the deputy speaker 
of the house of commons, has condemned the 
language of Winston, and he was the other 
day silenced by a combination of Mr. Em.

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Etiquette an Important Factor 


in Affairs of Civilized World.

TIQUETTE ts the great harmonizer, 
tranquilizer, and fortifier in this 
world.’ It envelops trivial incidents 
with dignity and robs unexpected oc- 
currences of the sharp edge of fear.

Nutwood Wilkes and out of a Director mare. 
Nutwood Wilkes is by Guy Wilkes, 2:15, one 
of the good sons of George Wilkes, while his 
dam was a fast pacer by Nutwood, which 
stallion had for his dam Miss Russell, the 
best broodmare in the world. — 

This blood combination produced a truly 
great trotter in J. A. McKerron, whose record 
of 2:04% wae made when he was lame and 
does not by any means represent his full 
speed. Lou Dillon, tracing through the noted 
sire Sidney and the great racehorse Santa 
Claus to Strathmore, and in the female line 
to Happy Medium, carried a combination of 
producing and performing blood hard to beat.

Most Notable Is Bingara. 

Lou Dillon's foal by Bingen will be picked 
by horsemen generally as the one most likely 
to beget speed, because the sons of Bingen 
have sired trotters to an extent unparalleled 
by the sons of any other stallion of like age, 
the most notable being Todd (dead) and 
Bingara. Thirteen sons of Bingen (who now 
is but 18 years old) have sired 113trotters, and 
both Todd and Bingara have representatives 
in the second generation. 

Because the Bingen strain of the Elec- 
tioneer family has proven its “ carrying ” 
} power to be of the highest class, the stud colt 
by Bingen and from Lou Dillon is, at birth, 
about the most valuable youngster ever 
foaled, the possibilities of a stallion as » 
producer and progenitor of speed being so 
much greater than those of a mare that suc- 
cessful sires are not for sale, while there 
always is a price on a broodmare, which at 
best is good for but one son or daughter every 
year. :

“ The production of a 1,000 foot film of such 
an event as the international automobile race 
at indianapolis, which we have just finished,” 
Said. Mr. McMackin, expert of one of the 
largest American companies, “involves a 
éreat deal of serious work. As soon as has 
been decided that the ‘ subject ' is good pre- 
liminary preparations are at once made, at 
least two weeks in advance of the event. 
Men are sent out to make necessary survey of 
the ground. Then they provide outline of the 
course, study carefully topographical condi- 
tions, and choose positions for the placing of 
the cameras. 

“The distances are focused to a nicety, all 
measures relative to weather conditions pro- 
vided for, and quite often a series of experi- 
ments made to guard against any possible 
miscalculations as to distances, errors whick 
are fatal and liable to occur when working 
for effects on a‘ stage ’ covering miles. When 
the affair is to be pulled off we have a num- 
ber of men covering every possible point of 
vantege.

AS a@ matter of course the public interest in 
any event of unusual character or importance 
is always great regardless of what the sub- 
ject may be, and consequently such a film is 
most invariably a paying inveatment.

Along the eastern shores of Lake Michigan- 


there is a peach country which runs from 
five to ten miles beck from the lake, extend- 
ing north and south for a distance of. 150 
miles. Georgia has a number of orehardists 
who dre cultivating more than 100,000 trees, 
and there is a druggist in that state who 
owns 160,000 trees. 

The peach trees of the south have been 
greatly injured reeently by rot and other 
Ciseases, but the new spray solutions of the 
department have proved the salvation of the 
crop, and there promises to be big: money 
in it. 

* e 
How Hale Made Good. 

In connection with peach growing it is in- 
teresting to tell how one boy made a fortune 
in peaches, and by his own exertions and 
eiudy lifted not only his own family but 
many others to affluence. I refer to Hale, 
the peach king of Georgia, the man who now 
js at the head of a syndicate which owns 
orchards capitalized at a million dollars or 
more, and which has shown profits of $50,000 
and upward a year. 

I don’t know how many hundred thousand 
peach trees. Mr. Hale owns, but he has built 
up a great peach growing industry in south- 
western Georgia, and his fruit is sent in-re- 
frigerator cars all over the north. He some- 
times harvests a million peaches a day, each 
peach being handled three times in sorting, 
picking, and packing, and he has the most 
improved methods of cultivating his trees 
and marketing the crop. 


I have just talked with a man who knows | 


Hale very well. Said he: 

** Hale was born near a little town fn Con- 
necticut. His father lived on a farm upon 
which" nothing could be raised, not even the 
mortgage. His father. was in debt and he 
died leaving the farm incumbered to the 
amount of $2,000, with only two little boys, 
Hale and his brother, to meet the interest 
and support the family. 

“They found they had to hire themselves 
out to keep the’farm going, and at 12 years 
of age young Hale was cutting corn for his 
neighbars at a few cents a day. 

“It was one day during the noon recess 
when he was tired of handling oorn stalks, 
that he sat down under a seedling peach tree 
and munched the fruit while he wondered 
whether he should ever be able to pay off 
the debt and make-a man of himself. 

“ As he did so he looked up at the peaches 
and thought how fine it would be to havea 
few thousand such trees and make. a fortune 
ia fruit. The thought grew upon him, and 
he decided to try. In ome way and another 
he scraped and saved until he had $100 in 
cash. He earned more during the winter, 
and in the spring was able to buy 3,000 peach 
trees and plant them out on the home farm. 

“They grew, and through his excellent care 
goon surpaseed all the trees of the neighbor- 
hood. He raised crops between the rows and 
finally brought the orchard into bearing. 

** Before the fruit was ripe, however, the 
mortgage came due, and the elders of the 
church which held it. notified him he must 
come in and pay. 

“He put them off for q few weeks and 
rushed hie fruit to the markets, handling it 
eo that he got the highest prices. He ativer- 
tised in the Hartford papers and hired store- 
rooms there for the display of his peaches. 
His profits were such that he soon had more 
than enough money ‘in the bank ‘to pay off 
the mortgages and leave him a big sum for 
the future.

A Ten Thousand Dollar Crop. . 

“ Hate’s first peach harvest, in short, netted 
him about’ $10,000. This was not known 
to tte churchenen — he came in and

2 
asked him if he knew the managers. He 
said he did not. I thereupon strongly ad- 
vised him to make no such investment with- 
out further knowledge. He said, howevy er, 
that he thought he would risk it; and so 
went away. His mind was made up before 
he came in, and my advice was worth noth- 
ng. Ad 

The agricultural department has many 
such schemes brought daily before it.

the least, and those who invest should make 
the most careful inquiries into locations, mar- 
kets and the individuals who arc managing 
before they risk that which has cost them 
years of privation to save.

piece designs in children’s dresses. In making one 
piece dresses for little tots up to 7 years old material 
one yard wide is preferred. By folding over the ends 
of the goods, which forms the line for the top of the 
shoulder and center of the sleeves, the width of the 
material gives just about the required width for the 
body and sleeves of the dress. This may vary, of 
course, according to the age and size of the child. 
Older children up to 9 years with broader shoulders will 
require more width than that gives. 

In this case the material may be reversed and the 
width used for the length of the dress. These one 
piece dresses are pretty when trimmed with box plaits. 
If you are using a plain pattern stitch the plaits in 
before cutting the pattern out of the material. 

* * 

Certainly there is no garment quite so useful] to little 
children as bloomers which are made of the same mate- 
rial as the dress, for tneg take the place of petticoats 
for the little girls and help keep the undergarments 
clean, saving a great deal in the weekly laundry work. 
Bloomers for little girls are cut on different patterns 
than those for Httle boys. They have more fullness 
which is darted out at the waistline, or they are cut 
on a pattern of circular shaping. ’ 

The French dress their children with an absolute 
simplicity that in*itself is a distinct style. To be sure 
Paris clothes for children follow the modes for older 
people to a certain extent, but any style suggestions 
borrowed from the clothes of the elders are so adapted 
as to be perfectly appropriate for children’s wear. 

The dresses for children, outside of the one piece 
dresses, and cut on the straight narrow lines so popular 
in general fashions The kimono sleeve and empire 
line also appear in many of the new models. Dresses 
with the long French waist and short full skirt, with 
the ribbon sash, are considered smart for dressup af- 
fairs. The low cut neck prevails on all of these little 
dresses and the sleeves are tiny puffs. 

Irish laces, edgings, and insertings cre used more 
than ever before on children’s dressup clothes. This is 
really not as extravagant a vogue as it would first 
appear. The first cost for this hand made lace may 
seem rather high, but when one considers its wearing 
qualities the investment seems a good one, indeed. 
The. price Irish lace has diminished considerably 
during the last year, which undoubtedly accounts for 
its increased use on children's garments. Cluny lace 
beading insertings are also popular. Both of these 
styles of trimmings ere more durable than the val. 
which, however, is still lavishly used on the sheerer

Collar lapel Rage in Light Dlexe 
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The Russian blouse is nowadays the most favored 
suit for the little boys up until 4 or 5 years old, at 
which time they change for the sailor suits with regu- 
tation blouse and bloomers. 

These Russian blouses are cut on straight boxy lines 
from shoulder to hem. One style is laid In one three 
inch box plait in the center front, with the closing in 
the center and down the right side. Another variation 
shows the front laid in two inch box plaits, starting in 
the center of each shoulder. In this case the closing is 
hidéen beneath the plait on the right side. 

Some of the simpler Russian suits are made with a 
Diain fromt and back, and thds side -closing is Snished 
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either with a two inch band of contrasting material, 
with hand scalloping or with embroidered inserting. 

The belts worn with these dresses are made either of 
the material itself or of the contrasting material used 
to trim the suit. Patent leather belts are used, espe- 
cially those of white or navy blue leather. The necks 
of these suits are finished with a one. inch band of the 
material or a small round collar and tie of soft messa- 
line.

This blouse opens down 
the center front when the short revers are used; when 
the revers are cut longer, however, they cross in front 
and end at the waist line or at the bottom of the skirt, 
giving a double breasted effect. 

Sailor collar, tie, cuffs, and belts are usually made of 
a contrasting material, trimmed with several rows of 
narrow white braid or edging. Two different styles of 
sleeves are used. One sleeve is laid in two inverted box 
plaits at the wrist and set into a two inch cuff, trimmed 
with braid. The other is laid in three inverted plaits 
half an inch apart. These plaits are stitched up three 
inches to form the cuff. The top of the sleeve is laid 
in one two inch box plait at the armhole

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[Fitting Oneself. . 


A great many women who do their own 
sewing successfully find it abogt impossible 
to do their own fitting alone, and the hang- 
ing of a skirt seems to be out of the ques- 
tion. There are numerous kinds of waist 
and skirt forms on the market which are 
undoubtedly a help to those who happen to 
have them; but even with this aid, cor 
rect fitting cannot be done unless one un- 
“Serstands the principles of the thing. 

There are certain measures which it will 
pay ell women interested in doing their own 
sewing to familiarize themselves with. And 
first of all, let me say that measures should 
always be taken over a dress. 

For a collar there are two measures nec- 
eseary, the size around at the bottom and 
top. For the measure at the bottom of the 
neck, hold the measure close together, over 
the neckband, if the collar happens to he 
one that is put on separately, or if the dress 
ig one with standing collar attached, do the 
measuring over the outside of the coller, 
drawing the tape comfortably close. Do 
the same at the top of the collar. 

Another important measure is the one 
around the bust. This is impossible to take 
on oneself, so some friend will have to be 
pressed into service. The person taking the 
measure stands behind the one who is to be 
measured, and, holding one end of the meas- 
ure in the heft hand, passes the measure 
around the figure, crossing the opposite end 
over the other, and holding both with the 
left thumb and forefinger. Then with the 
right hand the measure is correctly adjusted 
about the figure. : 
* s 

It should be over the fullest part of the 

bust in front, then close up under the arms, 
and finally as the middle back is reached 
the measure is raised there about one inch. 
Holding the measure with the left fingers 
as was just suggested allows of it being 
loosened or drawn closer without having it 
fall out of place. The tape should rest 
easily across the figure in the front, and 
from there on should be held close to the 
figure. , 
* The front, back, and under, arm lengths 
are all necessary ones. These are taken 
from the bottom of the natural neck line to 
the bottorh of the natural waist line. While 
the measure should not be pulled tight in 
taking these measures, neither ghould it be 
held too loose. One important point which 
may be mentioned here, is to be sure that 
you stand correctly. There is nothing more 
Gisastrous to a good appearance than stand- 
ing badly. 

The shoulders should be straight, the chest 
held up, and the abdomen well tn, and if giris 
and women who have allowed themselves to 
fall into the habit of incorrect standing will 
only try the right position a few times, it is 
safe to say they will never go back to the old 
Way again. Measures are seriously affected 
by the way one holds oneself. 

In taking the underarm measure, hold the 
tape by covering the énd of it with the thumb 


placed close up under the arm, then allow 


the arm to drop at the side and see if the 
thumb feels uncomfortably high. If it does, 
lower the measure a little, and take the 
length to the bottom of the waist. 

' Where there are shoulder seams, this meas- 
ure is taken from the neck line, at a point a 
little back of the top of the shoulder, and the 
measure is carried down to the length desired. 
The line around the neck is a most important 


“= one, and must never be cut too low. Neither 


must it slope down in the least in the middle 
of either front or back. The seam which 


- joins collar and waist shot!d present an even 


looking line around the neck, not sloping up 
er down in the smallest degree anywhere. 

In sleeves, a necessary measure is the front 
or inside seam. The thumb covers the end of 


' = tape well up under the arm, a little to- 
ar 


d the front, then follow the line of the 
inside of the\arm to the elbow. Crook the 
arm to see if the elbow has been correctly 
located, and write this measure down. Then 
carry the measure on down to the wrist. The 
size around the elbow should be taken with 
the arm folded, as the measure is more than 
with the arm hanging straight. . Measures 
ground both hand and wrist are also good 
ones to have. 3 ee

For a skirt there are the waist and hip, for 
the round measures; and the lengths in the 
middie of both front and back and over the 
tips besides. For the waist measure hold 


the tape around the waist as close as you wish 
tohaveit. — 

For the hips the measure is held around the 
body about six or six and onerhalf inches be- 
low the hips, and is held reasonably close. 

The length measures are taken from the 
bottorn of the waist down to the floor at the 
different points. 

The systematic woman will have a note 
book which she will keep with her sewing 
things, in which to keep her measures, as 
well as any other notes on the subject. One 
thihg more, it is not well to use the same 
measures too long a time, a8 some one or 
more may change a little. 

Practice taking measures on yourself and 
other women as often as you can, so ag to 
get familiar with the subject, and learn to 
be observant on all points. It is not Only 
necessary for a garment te fit smoothly, in 
addition the lines must be good. 

In order to do good work it is upsolutely 
necessary to trace all seam lines clearly be- 
fere removing the pattern, and the lines 
around the neck, armholes, and bottom of the 
waist are included in this. a 

There are usually left on front or back, 
wherever the waist is to fasten up, one or 
two extra inches of material outside of the 
line marking the middle, and in putting 
the waist on to be fitted these two edges 
must be held together, and the pinning 


up done exactly on the traced lines marking 


the middle. Put the pins in up and down, 
and see to it that they pin exactly in the 
traced lines. If the waist fastens in the 
back, put a pin in the right back, on the 
traced line, up close to the neck, then you 
can easily tell by feeling whether you! are 


holding the two edges together, and taking 


the pin part way out, stick it through both 
parts and pin together. | 
Pel the waist up ai bit, and try and pin 
together about three inches below the neck. 
Do not try to do this, howeyer, if the strain 
is too great. Then pin together at the 
waist in the same way. Use a hand mitfror 
now, to see how you have done this much 
~f the work. Al! these things wi!l undoubt- 
edly be awkward at first, but a little prac- 
tice. makes them quite simple. | 


I should have said in the beginning that 


@ garment no matter what it is, should ale 
ways be put on right side out for the fitting, 
and before fastening together, the shoulder 
and under arm seams are turned toward 
the front, so they ‘will not “draw.” If 
the waist opens in the front, the pinning to- 
gether is done in the same manner, but Is 
of course much more simple. 


* * 

Next, put a belt on, and have it firm and 
close. See that the middlé back and front 
come down in straight lines, and also that 
the under arm seams are in piace. Then 
adjust the fullness at the waist lire across 
both bdck and front, so that several inches 
are ft smooth either side of the under 
arm ‘seams. In placing the seams, be care- 
ful that the waist is not pulled down se 
tight as to pull the neck line out of place. 

In order to get a view of the back, hold 
a mirror in one hand, double the arm up 
so that the mirror shows just above the 
shoulder, and, standing in front of a large 
mirror, a view can be had of the back with- 
out the position of the waist being Cisturbed 
by the hand which holds the ¢'ass 

If the waist draws ag: ors the back at the 
neck or below, the shoulder seams must be 
let out a little. If there is tendency to any 
tightness across the back, the remedy is 
ih letting the under arm seams out a little. 
If the neck is too tight arotnd, the shoulder 
seams are let out the right amount, at the 
neck end, running off to the original line at 
the opposite end. If the neck measure too 
large, both seams are taken in evenly. The 
waist should not bulge at the top of the under 
arm seam, and if too loose or the opposite, 
the necessary change is made where the 
trouble lies: , 

In doing the fitting yotrself, the waist ts 
carefully looked ‘over with the aid of two 
mirrors, then taken off, the change made, 
the waist put on again, and if still wrong, 
worked over until made right. 

If accuracy is aimed at even in the small 
things, and measures applied to the pattern 
and garment being made, there will be little 
if dl pert to be done. If one hasa satis- 
factory fitting garment it is a good plan to 
compare the different length and width

Pretty Shades 


Made of Paper; 


Good for Candle, Lamp or Bulb. 


By AGNES BURR. 


Supplied with paper and paste you heve 
the materials for making unique and artistic 
shades for candles, lamps, and electric bulbs. 

These shade resemble in effect the wrought 
iron and opal glass shades but have the aed- 
vantage of being light of weight and there- 
fore can be used for candles and lamnps while 
heavy glass ones canmot. To make these 
shades is far from difficult; a litfle patience 
and a sharp pointed knife, and one will find 
much pleasure in the process. 

On a piece of heavy water color paper draw 
@ pattern for one side. The figure should 
gmeasure about four inches logg, two and 
three-quarter inches across the top, and four 
and three-eighths inches across the bottom. 
On one side allow one-eighth inch more fore 


In planning the pattern it is necessary to 
allow one-eighth inch around each part of 
the design so that the lines will hold together 


firmly and well. Then with a sharp knife cut | 


out the pattern. Now, using this as a guide, 
with a sharp pointed pencil trace around the 
separate parts of the design for the other 
three sides, and cut out like the first. * 

.When ready to crease the lap, cut the sur- 
face of the paper with the knife, using a rule 
or straight edge as a guide. This enables one 
to turn the lap smoothly and sharply. 

For the top take a square of paper with the 
edges the same length as the top edge of the 
sides and allow one-eighth inch outside for a 
lap. Cut a circular hole in the center to fit 
the candleholder, fitting it firmly on it Where 
the laps should turn, cut through the right 
surface of the eS. as on the sides. 


Sides Blackened arg Ink. 


Blacken the skeleton sides and tops with 
India ink, working it wel} over the cut edges 
so that when lined there will be no | 
lines showing. 

Next, with colored tissue paper line! ithe 
parts of the design.” Here one will have to 
use her judgment as to how many holes can 
be covered with one piece. 

By laying the skeleton on the tissue paper 
and tracing around-it when one color is used, 
_ one can get an approximate pattern for cut- 
“ting the lining. Whan severat holes side by 
side are to be of the same color, one piece of 
paper will answer the purpose. Put the paste 
on the back of the skeleton, lay the tissue 
paper on it, and if the paper overreaches the 

er it should be trimmed with a small 
pair of scissors. If a lining is cut to fit any 
part, it is a help to use it as a pattern to cut 
the Mning for the other sides, before pasting 
it in place. If one wishes, the designs may 
sometimes be made even more effective when 
lighted, by using two thicknesses of Hning 
on some parts. This gives a little more va- 
riety and shading. It is wise to try the col- 
ored papers in the evening over the light, as 


Well as to select harmonious colors by day- 
light. 

After the parts are all lined@—and they 
should be lined before putting together with 
@ good strong glue—stick the four sides to 

top first, then the sides together. Line 
the shades with a pale yellow or light green 
tissue paper by cutting four pieces the exact 
size of each side, and with a brush paste 
around the edges, and lay the lining in, press- 
ing down firmly. This covers the patchwork 
@ppearance of the colored linings. 

To make the lamp shade, proceed as for the 
candleshade, except that these have six 
sides, four and three-quarter inches deep by 
two and one-half inches ac the top, and 
five inches across the bottom. The top piece 
is a hexagon, the length of the edges corre- 


sponding with the width of the side at the l 


top. A circular hole three and one-half 
in¢hes in diameter is cut from the center; in 
this, florists’ fine wire or copper wire can be 


jJaced in such a manner thet the shade may 


be put on a lamp chimney, the wire resting 
on the glass, holding the paper away from 
the heat.

Aitractive Patterns in Shops. 


As the work progresses one can originate 
many pretty and suitable designs, but for the 
woman who has not this accommodating 
talent, most attractive patterns for stenciling 
may be purchased at any of the stores carry- 
ing artists’ supplies; or, better still, a trans- 
fer pattern may be utilized. Ready made 
stencil pat can be bought as low as 
15 cents ; this means nothing when only 
one or two designe are required, but as this 
and all the work of its kind demands a va- 
riety of patterns, severa) designs would cause 
the expensé account to increase considerably 
in a short time. 

A cheaper and equally effective method to 
adopt is to procure a transfer design which 
comes all ready to stamp on the foundation 
material The transfer may be either 
stamped or traced on the background materi- 
als for this'work. Tack the design firmly to 
the foundation paper, using thumb tacks to 
prevent the design from slipping, and then 
cut Out carefully. 

Single motifs such as a flower, a club em- 
blem, or a craftsman design are popular for 
& man’s smoking room or den, and smaller 
and daintier designs may be reserved for the 
dining table or boudoir. 

Numerous dainty effects may ‘be obtained 
with a littl ingemuity. A piece of flowered 
cretonne contains wonderful possibilities for 
candle or lamp shades. The flowers and 
leaves are cut out and pasted on the founda- 
tion of heavy drawing paper, cut the same 
shape and size as those already described 
Thin dolled starch or library paste may bé 
used for pasting the designs.

A man of note once said, “ Don't explain, 
don’t argue, get the thing done and let 
them howlk’’ This man has a world wide 
reputation for sagacity, nevertheless I dare 
to differ with him. It is all well to recognize 
the uselessness of idle talk, the error of 
taking time for argument which should be 
given over to accomplishment, but the idea 
of frowning upon ompiapation is wrong— 
thoroughly wrong. 

The man of note ig not alone fn his theory. 
The world is full of people who think ex- 
planations weak, who fortify themselves be- 
hind the argument, *“‘ My enemies won't be- 
lieve me anyway, and if friends are worth 
while they will believe me without taking 
my valuable time for explanation.” Is this 
practical? Is it fair? Is it not extremely 
selfish? 

Show me the person willing to right a 
wrong, either real or imaginary, and I will 
show you. a person making long, healthy 
strides toward the kingdom of heaven. This 
doeg not concern the moral side of life only, 
but is applicable to the practical side as well. 

It is not easy to rip out our seam where 
we have sewed not wisely but too well, and 
begin at the beginning, but if itis wrong that 
is the only solution. Have you not noticed 
that the more-you' try to tinker a thing 
which has been started wrong the worse you 
make it? And isn’t the completed garment 
much more satisfactory if, when you discover 
your mistake, you begin at the beginning 
again and make it right? 

We should not be discouraged at having to 
do things over.

If you have cut 
your silk in such a crooked line that it bids 
fair never to come straight do not try to 
trim and haggle it straight in spots. Take 
the time to draw a thread across its length 
and thus be able to get it true and straight.

- Simplicity 


The fashion of putting away heavy rugs 
with the winter clothing in city houses and the 
increased popularity of lightweight rugs in 
country houses have led to the manufacture 
of Many new weaves and a multiplication of 


, designs in older weave, all comparatively in- 


expensive. Undoubtedly the most attractive 
of the rug exhibits always to the front at this 
season are the simpier weaves, mostly of’ 
domestic make. 

Several places eiiichs dbinien a specialty of 
summer rugs spread before customers an as- 
sortment, incldding hundreds of patterns of 
some weaves. Take, for instance, the rag or 
homespun rug, counted among the favdrites 
just now. . 

When the old fashioned rag carpet in the’ 
guise of small rugs reéntered the market a 
few years ago its designs, which followed 
closely those of the originals, failed to arouse 
any particular admiration in customers. Its 
vogue was uncertain. This season there is 
no uncertainty .about the vogue of the rag 
rug, which comes now in al! the regular sizes 
and in. al} sorts of colors and designs at low 
cost. 

The cheapest variety is entirely of cotton 
and the best has a woolen watp. The ereat- 
est navelties are secn in the latter. In one 
the monotony of the crosswise lines of brown 
and ecru is broken with three large diamond 
shaped segments of solid brown bordered 
with ecru touched up with red extending 
down the middle. The rug is 9x12 feet and 
is bordered at either end with four inch solid 
stripes of brown and ecru. 

* %* 
Many Novelties in Designs 

In another the black 2 ys gray lines are 
broken with several 8x4 Inch ovi!s of red, or 
black and white, a border of these ovals fin- 
ishing the rug. In still another rug eight 
inch stripes cross the rug, one-half of each 
consisting of pale and darker mottied green, 
the other half of paler and darker heliotrope. 
The colors merge without a dividing line, a 
thread of white marking off every eight 
inches or so. Three inch stripes of solid helio- 
trope, separated from a narrower stripe of 
green by 4 still narrower stripe of white, 
form the border. 

Several shades of green and of the deeper | 
pinks are combined in one weave to give an 
opalescent effect. Other weaves show per- 
fectiy plain centers of blue, of pink, of brown 
finished with a border of plain contrasting 
colors or windmills or seascapes cr land-

Tubes Elevated Outside Subway. 


These twin tubes of a diameter of twenty feet or s0, 
and outside the subway lines, will rest upon elevated 
structures. Taking up the plans in simplified form, let 
us build our first All Express Torpedo Shuttle Car sys- 
tem up through the north shore towns to Milwaukee. 

We have evolved a double barreled steel tunnel that 
is almost identical to that now under the river at La 
Salle street.

The purpose of 
this truly shuttle car will be appreciated in connection 
with the first suburban station established for Evans- 
ton. | ;

Station Tube Conforms to Main Line. 

We have designed our Evanston station tube proper 
into a single horizontal tube of twenty feet internal 
diameter, conforming to the main line tube’s dimen- 
sions. But from each of these .main tubes this station 
tube will be reached through a “¥” connection of 


‘tubular “risers” as we have illustrated. At the far 


end of the horizontal station tube is an automatic steel 
door Gropping into place vertically and insuring an 
airtight closing of the station.

How Car Is Dropped at Evanston. 


Now we have to drop the Evanston Shuttle Car at 
Evanston. For this purpose we Aavé designed a double 
automatic series of tripping devices. Our Evanston 
car is equipped with its own infallible trip signal 
which is not affected by the tripping device on any- 
thing but an Evanston car. There are no car couplings 
in the car, for they would be needless. The train is 
running as a solid train, but each car is independent 
of all of the others. 

Our train is going, as we have said, probably at 
700 miles an hour. Make it 1,000 if you prefer, only 
that we shall stick to our schedules. Going at this 
700 miles an hour, just after every other car in the 
train has cleared the exclusive tripping device for the 
Bvanston coach, the Evanston car strikes the manipu- 
lating automatic device. The result? 

As instantly as light a false half tube rises from 
the bottom of the main tube. The cigar tip nose of 
the car takes it easily, and as this false bottom rises 
into close fitting contact with the right hand “ Y” tube 
leading to the single tube station, this Evanston car 
under its own momentum shoots up the right hand 
“Y” tube and on into the single horizontal Evanston 
tubular station. What then? Stopping the car? 

At the moment the Evanston car struck its particu- 
lar special tripping device for lifting the false bottom 
from the main tubes the steel gate which had been 
raised at the end of the tube dropped with a dull, 
cinching, airtight, steel wall thud effect. Here we have 
at once the gradual compression of the air in the 
station tube, so mechanically perfect in stopping that 
every Bhuttle Car is thrown exactly on the same spot 
against a-cushion of air!—air soft and balmy as the

This ré.urn trip will be on the suction principle, the 
pumping energy having been supplied.in overplus 
quantities within the labyrinths of the Chicago down- 
town subway storage vaults. When the Milwaukee 
Shuttle Car is to be headed for Chicago on the return 
trip, the steel door will be lifted by an electrical de- 
vice, dirt cheap in that time. As’ the door is opened 
the suction from Chicago applies and the Milwaukee 
car glides forward and dips to the incline tube and on 
in*+ the main suction tube. 

_ Racine’s car is in waiting filled with passengers, and 
on this return trip our Milwaukee Shuttle Car is pro- 
vided with a universal tripping device for all stations. 
Tripping for Racine station, for example, the Milwau- 
kee Car barely passes the station when the half tube 
is pulled wp into connection with that side of the 
double barreled main tube, The steel gate opens and

The two women claimed the chickens’ abode for 
their own until another portable house was ready for 
sg Then they moved in and went to work in éar- 


Within a year a bungalow had been built, a chicken 
house with a long runway had been erected as a verit- 
able “nest egg” to the eight buildings now in use, and 
the portable house had been moved to a corner of the 
farm for the use of the man who had come to assist 
and hig family. in a short time there was need for 
another man and Miss Sharpley, with the community 
i ttinet strong within her, sought a young architect 
whos hesith she knew was being undermined by office 
work. He also became a member of the new “ Brook 
farm "—except this new community is called Heather- 
wood—and a few months later the need of a third 
woman brought an@ther old friend, Miss Lucy McCoy, 
from Qhio. Now another portable house has been built 
on the farm for a third man and his family. 

At the Deginning Miss Sharpley hit upon a noyel 
plan for the introducing of her chickens. She aimed 
for the highest and best trade, and one day she set 
out with a basketful of broilers nicely cleaned and 
ready for delivery. She visited the homes of some of 
the well known citizens of the north side and at each 
she left q broiler. 

At every place she left the same message: 

“This is the standard I mean to maintain.”

The fat, well cleaned little chickens were the’ best 
kind ef advance agents. They brought orders. She 
did keep up the promised standard and the friends of 
her first customers entered her list of purchasers. Now 
she keeps more than fifty families and several large 
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institutions in the city in eggs and chickens. To be 
sure of a constant supply she buys eggs and baby 
chickens . - the farms for sixty miles around. 

Two hundred and fifty. dozens of eggs weekly and 
more than 300 chickens every week go from her farm. 
This summer the number of chickens will be doubled, 
fo* she has signed a contract with one of the big rail- 
way companies to furnish their diners with chickens. 
and this means another 300 every week. Every chicken 
is cleaned to snowy whiteness before it leaves the farm. 
The eighteen original chickens have grown to 2,400 
chickens of selected breeds—many of which Miss 
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Sharpley crosses that strength may be preserved; there 
are more than 1,000 squabs; there is a nice little family 
of ducks. The one acre has grown to six and one-half 
acres. . 

The portable henhouse and the store box have grown 
to three long chicken houses with every modern device 
known for the care of chickens; there is a pigeon loft, 
@ fattening house, a feed house, and three hospitals. 
The basket delivery has been replaced by a compart. 
ment delivery wagon which makes regular weekly trips 
to the north and south sides of Chicago. Once every 
two weeks Miss Sharpley calls on every customer. 

“1 do this to keep in touch with my people,” she ex- 
plains. “If there are any complaints then they can 
tell them to me direct.” : 

Miss. Sharpley treats her chickens as if they were 
human. The chicken houses are arranged with canvas 
doors which in case of storm permit the light to stream 


in, while the chickens are protected from draft. Twice 


a week the roosts are sprayed with kerosene and car- 
bolic acid and fresh ashes are thrown in as a deodorizer, 
On top of every coop is a ventilator and a skylight.

Weaker Chicks Sent to Haspital. 


As soon.as the chickens emerge from the shell they 
are examined carefully as to strength and the day they 
are able to leave the mother they are “sorted.” The 
weaker chicks are put into a hospital built high off the 
ground that there may be no possibility of dampness. 
A little stairway enables them to walk up without extra 
exertion, the runway is short, and everything is ar- 
ranged to save strength. 
pitals for the chicks gaining needed strength, and off 
in one corner of the lot is a real hospital for the sick 
chickens. If a chicken dies suddenly an “autopsy” is 
held to discover the cause of death and prevent the 
spread of the disease. 

The pens Miss Sharpley has provided for the housing 
of the ‘chickens while being fattened are double the 
height of the average pen. They are wire cages with 
the inner shelf removed that the chicken may have all 
the room possible during the days of its extra feeding. 

“Tt enables us to fatten only half the number at one 
time,” explains Miss Sharpley to the visitor, “but at 
the same time it gives the chicken a chance to stand 
upright without heaving the feathers rubbed off its 
head. I can’t see a chicken tortured, and it isn’t good 
business any way. All that agony goes right through 
the meat and makes it tough or stringy or of unpleas- 
ant taste. That is the reason why we have a little

Precautions Taken in the Killing. 


Miss Sharpley keeps her chickens for several hours 
without food before killing them for the market. I 
this way she is assured that all the food is digested 
from the craw and there can be no danger of the taste 
of decayed food going through the meat. But she 
never picks a chicken while it is warm. 

“No,” she says, “I wait until I am sure there isn't 
a sign of life in the body before I begin plucking the 
feathers.” 

Recently Migs Sharpley has added a series of eleven 
bins in the upper part of the feedhouse. Each Din, 
made with a sharply inclined floor, will contain a differ 
ent kind of food. From the bin the feed slips into & 
chute which carries it to the lower floor, where a pat 
ent stove for the preparation of the many. feedings # 
in waiting. And the feeding of this feathered family 
is no small task. They have their regular hours f0F 
meals just as if. they were babies, and the hour never 
is varied. The baby chicks have their breakfast at % 
with a “piece”-at 9, dinner at 11, tea at 2, and suppet 
at 4.

’ The following morning disclosed that the potato bugs 
were in no wise discommoded by the ablutions of soap 
and petroleum. Not to be defeated in this wise @ 
gardener was resorted to, with the result that we be- 
gan @ new attack on the invaders with Paris green 
and water. To begin with Paris green is no pleasant 
ingredient in soup and it hag a way of clinging to 
clothing, vessels and hands that makes the possibility 
of its entrance into the family menu no slight one. 

Two more evenings with 
sprinkling cans and seas of mud saw the potato plants 
‘again anointed. By way of extra precaution the cu- 
cumber and canteloupe vines were similarly bathed 
with poison.

The pear crop also was a bitter disappointment, but

A well designed transmission system from 
the state plants will bring similar results to 
Waukegan, Atirora, Elgin, McHenry, Rock- 
ford, Rock Island, Peoria, Kankakee, Bloom- 
ington, Defiville, Galesburg, Decatur, and all 
cities within one hundred miles of the power 
plants.

It fe estimated that we pay for the sur ort 
of the federal government $7 for every man, 
woman, and child in this country. It is also 
estimated that we pay in traneportation rates 
the sum of $26 for every man, women, and 
child in the United States. 

> 
Question of Increasing Import. 

Tt follows, therefore, as 4 natural sé- 
quence, that the larger and more varied a 
people’s producing power the more impor- 
tant does this question of transportation 
become. 

The popular movement now dominant in 
this country for the improvement of the na- 
tion's watercourses is due to three consid- 
erationeviz.: First, the utter failure and 
impossibility of the railroads to keep pace 
with the industrial and commercial develop- 
ment of the country; second, the vest dif- 
ference that exists between water and rail 
in the cost of transportation; and, third, 
the regulative power that water routes exert 
over freight charges levied by the more 
costly} systems of carriage. The first of 
these three causes it is not necessary to dis- 
cuss, as it is universally conceaed by such 
masters of transportation problems as James 
J. Hitl and by business men universally 
throughout the country. 

The cost to the shipper per ton mile for 
moving freight by rail varies somewhat, ac- 
cording to the cost of construction, grades. 
curves, etc., of the different roaas, but in this 
country charges for conveyance vary trom 
5.7 mills to 9.4 mills per ton mile. Un trans- 
continental lines the rate is 9.4 mills per ton 
mile; on the northwestern lines it is 8.7 mills; 
on the southwestern lines it is 8.4 mills; on 
roads paralleling the Mississippi it is 5.9 
mills, while on lines near the great lakes it 
is &.7 mills. The average on all roads is 7.85 
milis.

Maxim of the Railroads. 

It may be said that there is not now and 
hever bas been any scientific basis upon 
which raliroad charges are estimated, the 
.only one employed ie that which may le ex- 
pressed by the phrase “ e)) the treffic will 
bear:”"” The maximum eum a busines can 
possibly pay. and yet exis‘, is the rate which 
usually has to be paid. 

There is also a difference in rates of water 
borne commerce, depending upon the natural 
or aftificial restrictions placed upon nav'-

or size of vessel, the rate on wheat, for in- 
stance, between New York and Liverpoot ts 
2 8-10 cents per bushel, or 82-100 of a mill per 
ton mile. On the great lakes the rate is 92-100 
of a mill; on the Ohio and lower Mississippi 
rivers it is 1 mill per ton mile. Coal has been 
sent from Ashtabula, O., to Duluth, Minn., for 
25 cents a ton, the distance being 1,000 miles, 
so that it costs the consumer about as much 
to carry fuel from the sidewalk to his celler 
as it does to freight it the 1,000 miles between 
Duluth and Ashtabula. Coa) is also trans- 
ported by water from Pittsburg, Pa. to New 
Orleans, La., for 1 mill per ton mile. 

Let me make a practica) application of 
these facts to actual business. Suppose you 
have a-ton of freight to ship and a dollar to 
pay the charges, how far could you send it by 
these meane of conveyence? By rail you 
could send it 127% miles; by water, through 
the Soo canal, on Lake Superior, you could 
send it 1.250 miles at the coal rates; on the 
Ohio and Mississippi rivers you could send 
it 3,000 miles. 

Don’t you see that it makes some differ- 
ence what means of transportation you em- 


ploy?

Work of Single Dollar. 

‘Take another view of the same problem. 
Over how large an area could you do bual- 
ness with that dollar? By rail you could cover 
an area 266 miles In diameter; through the 
Soo canal you coujd cover an area 2,500 
miles in diameter, and at the Ohfo and 
Missiseippi river coal rate you could cover 
a circle 6,000 miles in diameter. The en- 
gineers in charge of the work on the Ohio 
river improvements estimate, when the 
plans now under way for these improve- 
ments are completed that the transportation 
rate on that stream will be one-half of one 
mill per ton mile, and with even a ten foot 
channel connecting the great lakes with the 
great Mississippi, which I trust will soon 
be a realized dream, it will, in my judgment. 
do for us vastly more than the Ohio river 
improvement is promised to do for that 
great freight producing section of the Mis- 
gsissippi vajley. 

tf this is realized the area of the circle 
over which freight can be carried at that 
rate is 220 times as great ag the area of the 
circle over whieh freight can be transported 
on railroads at their average rate. Increase 
in the cost of transportattion decreases the 
extent of territory Within wiich yeu can 
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factory in San Francisco, on the same day. 
They traveled on the same tracks as far es 
Reno, then one car went on to Goldfield and 
the other went across the United States to 
New York; the machinery was there trans- 
ferred to a steamer, taken to Liverpool, trans- 
ferred again to another steamer and taken 
to Cape Town, Africa, and was then hauled 
by rall to its destination, a distance of 171 
miles from Cape Town, almost the distance 
from San Francisco to Goldfield. The manu- 
facturer paid the freight on both of the cars. 
and he paid 25 per cent less on the shipment 
that went to Africa, 16.000 miles., than he 
did on the shipment that went to Goldfield, 
only 200 miles.”’ 

But it is declared that the railroads trane- 
port merchandise more rapidly than the 
barge, and this indirectly results in a great 
saving to the consumer. Let us see. The 
reports of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion show that the average distance traveled 
per day by a freight car Is twenty-three miles, 
but the great freighters on the lakes make 
200 miles daily. On our western rivers. dif- 
ficult as their navigation is, the average 
speed is about forty miles a day. 

Gov. Harmon of Ohio, in @ recent speech. 
discussing the advantages of the cana! over 
railroads, said: “‘ There are no stocks and 
bonds ip a river that have to earn interest and 
dividenés, and the forces of nature which are 
ever striving to tear down the raflroads are 
building up your rivers, if only you give them 
a chance to do it, and if you only save what 
they produce te you, as that magnificent river 
(the Ohio) waters the fertile valley through 
which it runs, carrying the clouds back to 
the sea. So it is the cheapest, the finest 
transportation that Is possible and must el- 
ways be kept so.”’ 

The people build ané maintain the raflroads. 
but they never receive a dollar of dividends 
or of bonds, nor do they ever own a foot of 
the roads they have built and which they 
maintain at such « frightful cost. Would it 
not be better for them to bulld, own, and 
receive the full benefits that would accrue 
from the improvement of the 287 navigable 
streams of the country, having a length of 
26.226 miles, so that any citizen who has the 
money to bullé a barge could engege in the 
lucrative business of a common carrier with- 
out hindrance or restraint?

Park Boards Lose*Authority, . 


On July 1 the new Lllinois motor law will, [ 


go into force, Gov. Deneen having signed 
the measure, as he was expected todo. Now 
that the bill has been-signed, it leaks out 
that the motorists really have something 
‘which they had not counted on. It now is 
claimed that the new, law has taken away 
from the park commissioners the right to 
control the speed on the boulevards. Under 
the present law exceptions are made in the 
case of park boards, which are allowed-to 
set the speed standards on their roads, a 
p¥ivilege which is denied cities and towns. 
This has led to speed limits as low as eight 
and ten miles an hour and gives the park 
boards an authority that could be most ob- 
noxious if the commissioners wanted to be 
mean. 

When the Tice bill went through, however, 
it did not give the park boards this authority, 
making no special mention of them and put- 
ting them into the same class with the cities 
and towns. 

“As I interpret the new law there will be 
no speed limits in the state of Tlinois,’’ said 
@ promirient lawyer yesterday. ‘It puts it 
up to the police to prove that motorists are 
endangering the public. If the street or 
road is. deserted and go one could be endan- 
gered by speed above the ordinary, then I 
can see no reason why a motorist should not 
go as fast as he desires. However, if the 
police can prove he is putting any one th dan- 
‘ger then it is Hable to go hard with him. 
France does that now and it has worked out 
go well I do not see why it stiould not suc- 
ceed in this country. 


Speed Traps Knocked Out. 

“One good effect of the law will be to 
knock out the speed traps which abound in 
_ small country towne. There will be no guess- 
‘ing as to how fast a car travels, and the 
police will have to prove some one is endan- 
gered by the speed in order to get a convic- 
tion: I believe the new law will Work out 
well, and that after it has been given a trial 
every one will be satisfied.”

HE sale of the White property on Wash- 
ington street, just east of the chamber 
ff commerce, announced late in the week, 
was the only really live feature in an 
otherwise dull and commonplace week’s 
market. There was an interesting sale of sub- 
division property in the district just south of 
Jackson park, made particularly notable by 
the fact that the purchaser was Robert Stu- 
art, treasurer of the Quaker Oats company, 
and there was considerable activity in the

that locality, but also to the surprise aroused 
Dy the positive announcement that the prop- 
erty actually had been sold, because the street 
had about made up its mind that these last 
negotiations, which have been followed with 
much interest, would go for naught, like the 
dozens which have preceded them during the 
last few years. 


Long Eyesore to Street. 


_¥t is probable that no other piece of prop- 


erty in the loop district has been the sub- | 


ject of so many negotiations as has this 
since the destruction of the old Orpheon the- 
ater several years ago by fire. No attempt 
has been mace to restore the old ruins on 
the piemices, with the result that the prop- 
erty has presented the most dilapidated ap- 
r wanece vf any holding in the loop dis- 
trict, aiwoys excepting the Otis estate prop- 
erty at Jackson boulevard, Dearborn street 
and Plymouth place, and has been a par- 


ticular e;escro to the immediate district in | 


which it ‘s located. 

With its central location, ample event 
area, fronting: 100 feet with a depth of 180 
feet, and with the fine, large 35 foot ease- 
ment, almost as wide as a street, between It 
and the Chamber of Commerce, it has pre- 
sented a particularly attractive proposition 
to the constructive investor, and particular- 
ly because of the era of sharp improvement 
which has set in in that part of the city.

One may say that it doesn't make any 4ff- 
ference. But you may also say that manners 
4on’t maka any difference. Both are im- 
portant expressio of consideration due 
ethers. Both are esigned to eliminate fric- 
tion and promote order in human intercourse. 

Washington rules of etiquette go into such 
gmail details as that when finished with a 
course at dinner you should lay your fork 
with the prongs pointing down, not up ‘on 
your clate—with the knife beside it of course. 

During Roosevelt's adminisication word 
went forth, direct from the president, that 
the use of the word esquire or its abbrevia- 
tion, Esq. should be abolished on all 
letters or.ather epistolary communication go- 
ing from the White House. The idea was 
that there is no such tile as esquire in this 
country and that for American men who 
were without other titles, military or civil, 
the term “ Mr.”” was sufficient—a perfectly 
reasonable contention and one we should 
ali support.

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The most striking thing on the main floor 
is the painting over the drawing room mantel, 
painted for that particular spot by Abram 
Poole. A woman of utterly Sanish type 
stands in an imperious attitude in a formal 
open air scene, She ie dressed in a tremen- 
dously full pale/ shimmering yellow skirt and 
a red velvet jacket. Without being In the 
least beautiful, she is stunning looking. A 
drapery of deeper yellow hanging over 4 
tapestried seat, both studies of things in the 
room itn which the picture is impaneled, gives 
a note of richer coldr. 

A huge covered urnlike vase stands directly 
behind the woman, while some shadowy, in- 
choate picturings of 4 Chinese pagoda and 
a few Mongol heads in the upper left hand 
corner remind one that the woman is of that 
epoch when ,China was first discovered to 
Europe, and her porcelains, procades, lac- 
quers, and jade work so captivated European 
taste. A few brilliant scattered flowers on 
the pavement in the foregfound give the pic- 
ture an especially effective touch. 

The canvas was exhibited at the Munich 
exhibition last summer and earned for Mr. 
Poole the silver medal. till more did he 
prize the praise of his master and fellow 
pupils who came from Paris to see it and 
were most enthusiastic over it. 


Ceilings Also Work. of Poole. 


The ceilings in the hall and library are also 
the work of Mr. Poole and are enchanting 
examples of Italian. renaissance ceilings, sug- 
gesting Pinturrichio and “his school. The 
French of the seventeenth century got so 
much of their inspiration from the Italians 
that it is impossible to separate the two in 
reproducing a dwelling of that period. The 
Ing corridor, or sun parlor, or indoor loggia 
that leads from the library to the dining room, 
and is almost open on the side to theJake, 
is, with its round vaulted ceiling and mura] 
decorations, a nearly perfect representation 
of what Mino da Fiesole of the Cinque Cento 
period would have cone. The walls of the 
dining room are paneled to the celling and 
heavy beams support the latter. 

I have not the space to describe the upper 
part of the house. It is all in keeping to 
the most minute detail. It is characterized 
by a great reticence and restraint. Nothing 
is admitted that will not harmonize en- 
tirely with the period copied—nothing, that 
is, except some luxurious modern bathrooms. 
This elimination of everything extraneous 
and conflicting must have been difficult if 
the owners and occypants ever had another 
abode or @ life before the one that began 
when they set the wheels going in this French 
chateau. Of a previous, more modern exist- 
ence there is no trace\in this reproduction 
of the seventeenth century.

To accomplish this they invented many iIn- 
struments. A special camera was devised to 
photograph the vocal chords in action. A 
system of Helmhoilz resonators was em- 
ployed to subdivide the vocal tone into its 
partials, and with a modification of Kinig's 
manometric capsules the tone, thus subdi- 
vided, was photographed. Turning tothe de- 
partment of anatomy, they have shown that 
the vocal chords are controlled by involun- 
tary .muecles—‘‘ voluntary-involuntary,’’ ac- 
cording to the anatomists’ classification—and 
that their functions are limited to the deter- 
mining of pitch alone. That, on the other 
hand, the quality of the tone is controlled by 
the voluntary muscies that give us command 
over articulation by modityiog the form and 
responsiveness of the resonating air cham- 
bers of pharynx and mouth; that any effort 
to make one set of muscles perform the wane: 
tions of the other results in disaster. 

By these methods Prof. Hallock and Dr. 
Muckey have established the exact compo- 
sition of the perfect vocal tone as estimated 
by the laws of acoustics; and they have 
proved their experiments by records of the 
voices of Jean de Rezke, Mme. Nordica, and 
other great singers. Also, and of greater 
tmportance to the vocal teacher, they have 
constructed a machine which by the mere 
turning on an electric switch will produes a 
toné that fs acoustically perfect, thus supply- 
ing him with a model by which he may de- 
velop hié sense of hearing. 

Turning to the vocal organs and eonsider- 
ing them as a machine which may be con- 
trolled to the production of a perfect tone, 
Dr. Muckey and Prof. Hallock continue their 
scientific methods of investigation with simi- 
lar precision. Having proved from the com- 
pgeition of the pene, that the vocal aparatue
